science to crime and cited the re- 
cords of the work of Sir Bernard 
Spillsbury, England’s most famous 
criminologist. 


EXPERT SERVICES 


Scotland Yard, Mr. Wayling ex- 
plained, was not a national police 
force. It had no authority outside 
the Metropolitan area of London! 
but any police force in England 
could call for its expert services. 
The smallest hamlet could thus 
command the most skilfull detec- | 
tives and the most competent sci- | 
entists. 

“Canada’s Scotland Yard is now) 
coming into prominence. The Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police is the 
| only force in Canada which has the 
scope and facilities for taking up 
this modern method of combatting 
crime. 

“Scotland Yard" popularly refers 
to the C.LD., the Criminal Invest- 
| igation Department of the Me‘ro- 
politan police. The R.C.M.P. have 
established a C.1.B., a Criminal In-! 
vestigation Branch along the lines 
of the C.LD. 


VALUE OF FORCE 


Mr. Wayling pointed out the 
value of a national police force in 
@ country of such vast extent of 
Canada and complimented Alberta 
on being one of the first provinces 
to turn over its provincial police | 
to the R.C.M.P.

LENIENCY FOR DRUNKEN DRIVERS 

{At intervals there appears in the press evi- 
dence that magistrates hold widely differing 
views as to adequate sentences for the drunken 
drivers who get into trouble. Severe penalties 
may be imposed on one offender, while in other 
and similar cases there seems to be little appre- 
ciation of the peril the drunk man with a car is 
to the public; certainly no thought of making 
“the punishment fit the crime.” 

Recently in Ontario a man who actually 
pleaded guilty to intoxication while in charge of 
a car, who, according to police testimony, had 
been involved in three accidents in five miles of 
travelling, and had left the scene of each, was 
sentenced to seven days’ imprisonment. He had 
knocked down a man, hit another car and then 
struck a stop sign. 

This man admitted that he was an habitual 
drinker, and that while under the influence of 
liquor he paid little attention to what he was 
doing. That was .nade evident enough. True, 
he was ordered to pay costs of the court or spend 
another ten days in custody, but even then he 
would escape with a minimum of punishment 
for running amok on the highway and endan- 
géring human life and property. 

This incident provider one of the perplexing 
problems of making car drivers realize their 
responsibilities; also realize the penalties that 
should be certain following accidents that are the 
consequences of intoxication while at the wher! 
of an automobile.—Toronto Globe. 


LAND EXCEPTED 

One of the speakers at the C.C.F. convention 
at Brandon did the Free Press the honor of en- 
tirely misrepresenting its position on this im- 
portant question, and it may therefore be worth 
while to set him right. Said the speaker: “We 
do not want the Free Press to have the oppor- 
tunity to again tell the farmers we are planning 
to steal their lands, because we have no such 
interition.” Now the Free Press never said this 
at all. On the-other hand, its complaint against 
the C.C.F. has been the exact opposite of this. 
We have again and again pointed out that the 
C.C.F., in preparing its manifesto in 1933 and its 
revisions of it since then, has always evaded this 
issue. The C.C.F. has always placed ‘itself on 
record thet it will leave the farmers alone, and 
it is the intellectual dishonesty of this that has 
been the cause of the Free Press plaint. The 
evasion makes a mockery of the rest of the high- 
sounding claims put forward by the C.CF. 
leaders. 

If the C.C.F. does not propose to place agri- 
culture on exactly the same basis as it proposes 
to place the rest of the Canadian machinery of 
production, there is not a chance of implement- 
ing any of its sweeping schemes for a planned 
socialization of the Canadian economy. If the 
farmers are out the rest of the country is out, too. 
How is it possible to apply every form of restric- 
tion and control upon our economic life and leave 
the farmers free to conduct their affairs as they 
see fit? How can you socialize industry and ex- 
pect it to work so long as half the country or 
more is free to carry on capitalistically? There is 
small enough hope that it would work in any 
case, but the loophole left to the farmers wrecks 
any prospect of success.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


DEATH BY AUTO 

Canada’s toll of automobile fatalities is fast 
approaching that of the a roportion of 
such accidental deaths in rited States, ac- 
cording to figures just released by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statist 

The figures reveal 1,300 fatalities in 
Canada during 1936, as compared with a total of 
1,224 in 1935. With the number of cars regis- 
tered in 1936 approximately 1,001,000, this means 
there was one death by auto in Canada for every 
764 cars. 

United States figures for 1936 give 22,565,347 
cars registered and 36,100 automobile fatalities. 
This means one death by auto for every 625 cars. 

The figures also provide an interesting com- 
mentary on the relationship between good roads 
and automobile accidents. The United States, 
with better roads, shows more deaths caused by 
automobiles 

And the fatalities in Canada by provinces on 
the basis of population show that Saskatchewan, 
with the reputation for the poorest roads in the 
Dominion, with. the lowest auto death rate for 
1936, and Ontario, with the best roads, recording 
the highest rate. Saskatchewan had but five 
deaths per 100,000 population in 1936, while on- 
tario had 15.2 deaths per 100,000 persons.—Cal- 
gary Albertan

DEMOCRACY MOURNS ITS HERO 

Thomas G. Masaryk in death made a last 
contributior to the cause of democracy that he 
served so well in life. 

The world has grown used to gigantic spec- 
tacles in which vast throngs pay tribute to 
dictators according to blue-prints drawn up by 
ministers of propaganda. Orders go out to party 
functionaries all over Germany to send to Nurn- 
berg on a given date so many men, so many 
women, s0 many children, wearing such and such 
uniforms, to heil Hitler in mass formation at 
given signals and to yield so many decibels of 
noise in so doing. Similarly Italians are massed 
in order to yell “Doo-chay!” at strategic 
moments 

And these demonstrations have come to be 
regarded as proof of the potency of Fascism con- 
trasted with the weak tea of democracy; as the 
ultimate victory of circuses over freedom 

The spontaneous reaction of the people of 
Czechoslovakia to the death of President-Liber- 
ator Masaryk is an eloquent refutation of that 
theory. 

There is no all-powerful party in thet coun- 
try to supply mourners or demonstrators at the 
order of « propaganda ministry, no Gestapo to 
take note of those who fal) below the required 
standard of enthusiasm. 

Yet the Czech government, through the press, 
had to beg the public to stay away from Prague 
because days in advance of the Masaryk funerel 
that city of a million had already doubled its 
population. Despite the requisitioning of all 
possible emergency quarters, thousands had to 
spend at least one night in the streets and few 
were the windows in ali Czechoslovakia thet did 
not display w picture of the man who brought the 
American democratic tradition to the heart of 
Europe.—The Nation.

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Your Health

The most curious fact about headache is that 
the pain which seems to localize in the head, may 
be due to a cause over two feet away, arising in 
the intestinal tract. Another striking fact about 
headache is its amazing commonness. Within one 
year, you probably suffer more from headache 
than from any other symptom. 

Many people ignore headaches and allow 
them to wear away, or else they take a pain- 
deadening remedy which suppresses the ache 
but does not remove the cause. Every time you 
have a headache, you ar= missing a great oppor- 
tunity if you do not seek to discover.the cause 
of the pain. With thé removal of the cause the 
ache will disappear. ; 

Probably the principal reason for the fre- 
quency of headache is the large number of causes 
capable of producing this symptom. We find it 
associated with a wide variety of diseases. 

The only successful treatment of headache 
is that which removes the underlying cause. In 
itself, headache is not a disease and the treat- 
ment should not be directed toward relieving the 
headache without giving proper attention to the 
basic cause, 

Different patients describe different types of 
headache; one patient may complain of a split- 
ting headache in which the pain is of a boring 
nature; another complains of a mild distress 
which soon stops. Sometiznes headache indi- 
cates merely a minor disturbance but if severe 
and recurrerit, headache may be an important 
diagnostic sign, pointing to the existence of a 
serious abnormality. 

In every case, the best plan for the patient 
bothered with many headaches is to secure an 
examination which will disclose the cause. Un- 
wise home-treatmerit of headache only induces 
a temporary respite. 

Certainly, the person in good health need not 
be troubled by headache. If your head aches, 
find out why. Some of the move common causes 
of headache are: constipation, eyestrain, stomach 
trouble and sinus infection. We often hear the 
term “bilious headache” which refers to the type 
of ache accompanying a bilious attack. In these 
cases, the ache may be severe and che patient 
will remain as quiet as possible, as any jarring 
movement increases the distress. The ache may 
localize in any part of the head and the patient 
may describe an ache at the top of the head 
through the temples, at the back of the head, or 
a general discomfort. Sometimes the ache seems 
to be located just in back of the eyes. 

Headache is also a symptom commonly found 
in high blood pressure, low blood pressure and 
anemia. The enervation headache is a dull, dis- 
agreeable ache which follows any activity which 
is tiring and many women develop this type of 
ache after shopping for several hours in crowded 
stores. Congestion in the pelvic organs will also 
produce an ache which is confined to the back of 
the head and neck. 

Headache may result from psychic or emo- 
tional causes and is cormmonly seen in the patient 
bothered with rervousness. It may also be pro- 
duced by missing a meal, or missing out on a 
night's sleep.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Miss Dorothy M. writes: “What 
causes chapping?” 

ANSWER—Some of the causes are exposure 
to cold and biting wind, washing too often with 
hard soaps and not drying the skin thoroughly 
after washing. A protective lotion will help 
to prevent chapping. 

QUESTION—Marilyn L. wants to know: 
“What are sorme of the physical causes of irrit- 
able nerves ” 

ANSWER: Briefly stated, the causes are as 
follows: over-secretion by the thyroid glend; 
sluggish intestinal elimination; digestive dis- 
turbances resulting from the use of an incorrect 
diet; and the presence of a high-powered sym- 
pathetic nervous system which reacts in an 
exaggerated manner to stimulation. Nervous 
irritability may also result from such physical 
causes as congestion in the pelvic organs, for 
example, congestion in the prostate gland in 
men, is capable of bringing on the symptom, and 
the same is true of ovarian or uterine congestion 
in women. Or, nervous irritability may result 
from eyestrain or hemorrhoids. The physical 
causes are undoubtedly important and these 
causes must be removed before the patient ex- 
pects a complete cure; however, it must be re- 
membered that equally important are the men- 
tal causes. Destructive habits of thinking, or 
wrong use of the emotions are potent causes in 
producing nerves which are irritable. When 
the patient is troubled by nervous irritability, 
it is always a good plan to try a regimen of phy- 
sical house-cleaning, using the fast, enemas, 
sponge bath, deep breathing, etc. The fast 
should be followed by a simplified diet, ani an 
out-door exercising program should be started. 
These measures will often bring improvement.

Even this was not the end of the surprises 
forthcoming in the finished labors of this unique 
body. They had acquired rea! assets, in the 
course of their labors, valued at $1,708, and they 
turned these over, for the community benefit of 
Kamloops, together v‘ith their records, to the city 
council. 

They should go down !n history, these solvent 
and well-disposing burghers of Kamloops, but 
they should also be acclaimed in their own time,

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

One thing which must impress 
thinking people as they read Cana- 
dian history is the steadfast attitude 
of the Roman Catholic bishops in 
support of the British connection. 
Convinced from the first that Bri- 
tain was determined to play fairly 
with her new Roman Catholie sub- 
jects, the episcopacy in 1775 warned 
their flocks to give no aid to the 
inveders under Arnold and Mont- 
gomery; and when the United 
| States declared war in 1812, bishops 
|and priests became recruiting of- 
| ficers for the militia and did much 
| personally in the defence of Canada. 
And thus it is not surprising to dis- 
cover that the very first reaction to 
\the revolutionary meeting at St. 
Charles (told of in this column on 
Saturday) was episcopal denuncia- 
tion of those who would disturb the 
peace for political or personal ad- 
vantage. 

The head of the church in Can- 
ada, Bishop Plessis of Quebec, had 
openly supported the demand for 
constitutional reform, so long as it 
did not endanger the British con- 
nection; but when the agitation 
threatened to pass beyond constitu- 
tional limits the bishops and clergy 
almost without exception raised 
their voices for law and order, The 
very day after the St. Charles meet- 
ing Bishop Lartique of Montrea] in 
whose diocese Richelieu was, issued 
a pastoral letter to the clergy and 
feithful, solemnly warning them 
| against opposition to the constituted 
| authorities, and his example was 
| followed by other bishops. “In this 
| respect,” wrote John Boyd, a Prot- 
| estant historian, “the spiritusl heads 
‘of the people, as Cartier afterwards 

acknowledged, showed more prud- 
lence and foresight than some of the 
popular leaders whose inflem- 


interest | matory utterances were calculated 


to inflame passions already at fever 
heat.” 

Some critics may say that the 
bishops and’ clergy were careful of 
their interests guaranteed by the 
Treaty of Paris, and did not want to 
imperil them, True; but in so doing 
they prevented a spread of the dis- 
orders, and paved the way for 
peaceful means of reform. Bishop 
Lartique was rewerded by a special

Edmonton has done a 
splendid job so far, the airport 
should not be stinted just when 
aviation is on the upswing. Given 
one or two good sized hangars and 
Edmonton will be on the world 
map as a real aviation centre. 

The field when finished will be 
one of the finest on the continent,
